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IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity in the United States for the 4 weeks 
ending January 1, 1944, was down fractionally from the 
previous 4 weeks but was 7 per cent above the correspond- 
ing 4-week period in 1943, according to the New York 
Times index. For the first 11 months of the year 1943, 
as compared with 1942, business activity, according to 
this index, was up 5 per cent. Freight car loadings for 
the same period dropped 16 per cent from the previous 4 
weeks but were 6 per cent above the same period in 1943. 

Industrial Production, as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index dropped fractionally in November from 
October, but was 12 per cent above November, 1942, and 
for the first 11 months of 1943 was 21 per cent above the 
same period in 1942. 


Income Payments were up 2 per cent in November from 
October, 17 per cent from 1942 and for the first 11 months 
of 1943 were 24 per cent above the same period in 1942. 

Munitions Production was up 3 per cent in November 
from October, 48 per cent from November, 1942, and for 
the first 11 months of 1943 was 86 per cent above the same 
period in 1942. 

Steel Production was down 3 per cent and pig iron pro- 
duction 4 per cent in November from October, but, as 
compared with November, 1942, steel production was up 3 
per cent and pig iron production, fractionally; for the first 
11 months of 1943 as compared with the same period in 
1942, steel production was up 4 per cent and pig iron 
production 3 per cent. 

Retail Sales continued to increase through November. 
Sales of independent retailers in 34 states were up 5 per 
cent in November from October, 20 per cent from Novem- 
ber, 1942, and 16 per cent for the first 11 months of 1943, as 
compared with the same period in 1942. Department store 
sales were up 16 per cent in November from October, 15 
per cent from November, 1942, and 14 per cent during the 
first 11 months of the year. Chain store sales were up 
8 per cent in November from October, were unchanged from

1941 


November, 1942, but for the first 11 months of 1943 were 
4 per cent above the same period in 1942. 

Commodity Prices were substantially unchanged in No- 
vember from October; wholesale commodity prices and 
retail food prices were down fractionally, and department 
store prices were unchanged. For the first 11 months of 
1943, as compared with the same period in 1942, wholesale 
commodity prices were up 5 per cent, retail food prices 
12 per cent, department store prices fractionally, and the 
cost of living 6 per cent. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded in 37 eastern states, was down 14 per cent 
in November from October, 72 per cent from November, 
1942, and for the first 11 months of 1943 were 60 per cent 
below the same period in 1942. 


IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 18 Ohio cities were up 2 per cent in No- 
vember from October, 16 per cent from November, 1942, 
and for the first 11 months of the year were 19 per cent 
above the same period in 1942. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers dropper fractionally 
in November from October but were 11 per cent above 
1942, and for the first 11 months of the year were 10 per 
cent above the same period in 1942. Department store 
sales were up 12 per cent in November from October, 23 
per cent from November, 1942, and for the first 11 months 
of the year, 16 per cent for the same period in 1942. Dyers’ 
and cleaners’ sales dropped 11 per cent in November from 
October but were 29 per cent above November, 1942. 

Living Costs in 6 Ohio cities dropped fractionally in No- 
vember from October but were 5 per cent above 1942, and 
for the first 11 months of 1943 were 7 per cent above the 
same period in 1942. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded, was up 83 per cent in November from 
October but was 56 per cent below November, 1942.

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Number Employed in the Major Manufacturing Indus- 
tries in Ohio—The total number of employees (wage earn- 
ers, clerical workers, and salespeople not taveling) in Ohio 
manufacturing industries is estimated to have increased 
from .75 million in June, 1940, to 1.27 million in June, 1943. 
This increase in employment of more than .5 million work- 
ers in manufacturing establishments came from among 
the unemployed, from other states, from nonmanufacturing 
industries (domestic service, agriculture, trades, etc.), 
from the self-employed, from high schools and colleges, 
and also includes persons not usually considered part of the 
labor market—housewives and previously retired workers. 

The leading manufacturing industry, as measured by the 
number employed, is iron and steel and their products, in 
which about 35 per cent of the total were employed. Em- 
ployment in this industry increased from 273 thousand in 
June, 1940, to an estimated 445 thousand by June, 1943. 
Manufacturing employment in the vehicle industry (in- 
cludes production of aircraft), which in June, 1943, was 
the second most important industry, employing 19 per cent 
of the state’s total, increased from 45 thousand to 144 
thousand over the 3-year period ending June, 1943. The 
third leading manufacturing industry, as measured by the 
number employed in June, 1943, is metal and metal prod- 
ucts other than iron and steel, which accounted for 7 per 
cent of the total manufacturing employment in the state. 


Relative Increases in Manufacturing Employment—By 
far the greatest relative increase in unemployment over 
the 8-year period, June, 1940, to June, 1943, occurred in the 
vehicles industry (and increase of 436 per cent). The sec-

ond largest relative increase in employment over the same 
period, an increase of 132 per cent, took place in the metal 
and metal products industry. The relative increases in 
these two industries were the only ones which were above 
the state average of 68 per cent. 

Of the remaining 11 major manufacturing industry 
groups, 7 showed relative increases in employment ranging 
from a high of 63 per cent in the iron and steel group to 
1 per cent in the stone, clay, and glass group. Employment 
in the food group registered the largest relative decrease 
in employment (6 per cent) while the relative decrease in 
employment of 3 per cent in the textiles group was the 
smallest of the decreases which took place in the 4 manu- 
facturing groups which experienced decreases in employ- 
ment. 


Shifts in Importances of the Various Major Manufactur- 
ing Groups—The iron and steel group which ranked first in 
importance as measured by the number employed in June, 
1940, maintained its position in June, 1943. The most sig- 
nificant shifts occurred in employment in the vehicles 
industry, which in June, 1940, was in fourth place and by 
June, 1948, had moved to second place, and in the metals 
industry, which in June, 1940, was in seventh place and by 
June, 1948, had moved to third place. In fourth place both 
in June, 1940, and in June, 1943, is the rubber industry, 
The paper and printing industry which in June, 1940, held 
second place, shifted to fifth place by June, 1943. Food 
and kindred products decreased in importance from third 
place in June, 1940, to sixth place in June, 1943. Stone, 
clay, and glass shifted from fifth place to seventh place 
over the corresponding period. The remaining 6 major 
industry groups in order of their importance as measured 
by the number employed in June, 1943, are textiles, chem- 
icals, lumber, leather, liquors, and tobacco.
